The Gazette prints in another column 
tbs brief speech of Representative Williams 
of this city, on the bill providing for the 
payment of special and deputy marshals to 
be employed at elections under the United 
Slates election laws. It will be seen that

amendment to the deficiency bill which 
was adopted, was the same as that pro­ 
posed by Mr. Garfield, who seemed to be 
anxious to stop the discussion, and there 
fore was willing to meet the Democrats 
part way, at least, to give them an oppor­ 
tunity to back down.

Provided, that hereafter special Deputy Mar • 
akala of Election, for performing any dalles In 
reference to any election, shall receive the sum 
of f5 per day in fall for compensation, and 
that the appointments of sack special Depu­ 
ty Marshals shall be made by tho Judge of 
the Circuit Court of the United Slates for the 
District in which each Marsha's are to per­ 
form their duties, or by the District Judge, la 
the absence of the Circuit Coart Judge; each 
Deputy Marshals to be appointed la uqu ii num­ 
bers from the different political parties. 
It was against this rider aud against 
yielding an inch to the Democrats, that 
Mr. Williams spoke. On general princi­ 
ples his position will bo supported by ev­

Bcrifth Brown's S k etch o f th e B oy­ 
hood o f lie s . JLncius F airch ild —An 
In terce tin e H istory. 
Bensh Brown, for many years the best 
known editor in Wisconsin, now the pub­ 
lisher of a newspaper at Puget Sound, 
Washington Territory, has the following 
article of “A Good Boy,” which will be 
read with interest by the friends ot Gener­ 
al Fairchild of Wisconsin, the present 
United States minister to Spain : 
Over thirty years ago there was a fair- 
hsired boy, between 14 and 16 years of age 
the son of a small store keeper in the then 
little village of Madison. Wisconsin, whj 
distributed oar paper to the village sub­ 
scribers, nod was always wiiliog to do 
any small job that offered tor a reasonable 
compensation. He was always cheerful, 
polite, 
unobtrusive, 
industrious, 
prompt aud faithful to all his trusts. When 
he was tree from other engagements, and 
the legislature was in session he would fill 
a market basket with apples, nuts, cigars 
and other commodities, stand in the hall 
ot the capitol and retail them out to mem­ 
bers, employes and visitors. Everybody 
liked him, all trusted him aud predicted 
tor him a life of future usefulness. In 1S54 
he had accumulated of his own earnings 
enough means to take him to California 
across the plains and reached Sacramento 
in the fall of that year, where he was em­ 
ployed as clerk in the store of Nick Turn­ 
er—Richard 
J Oglesby, subsequently 
governor 
and 
U. S. 
Senator, 
of 
Illinois—being a fellow-clerk in the same 
establishment Atter a few years our boy 
returned to Wisconsin and the following 
year was elected clerk of Dace county, on 
the Democratic ticket. On tho first call 
for volunteers to defend tne integrity of 
the Union, in 1361, he was among the first 
to enlist and as lUutenant ot his compauy 
was mustered into service in the Fire Wis­ 
consin infantry. Four years afterwards he 
returned home with an empty sleeve and 
the brevet rank of bilgadier general of 
volunteers. The same year he was elected 
Secretary of State, in 1865,1807 and 1809, 
he was elected Govervor ot Wisconsin, 
and 
having worn 
the 
honors 
of 
that 
position 
longer 
than 
any 
other governor of that State; on retiring 
trom It he was appointed consul to Liver­ 
pool, by President Grant, wen has since 
said that he long and seriously considered 
the question of calling him to his cabinet, 
instead of Belknap 
That boy, as the 
reader is already aware, is now General 
Lucius Fairchild, American minister to 
Spain. 
Youog Fairchild's 
school advantages 
were exceedingly limited; certainly not 
greater than those offered in our common 
schools *to every boy ot the age of 14 in 
this community—for he was never an at­ 
tendant at soy school when past the age, 
aud he was by no means remarkable for 
genius. By sheer industry, attention aud 
observation, he acquired the intelligence ot 
a statesman and the graces ot a refined 
gentleman. A London journal in speaking 
of his appearance at the reception given 
to General Grant, awarded to him the palm 
of noble bearing. 
It said: 
“General 
Fairchild looked ss if the blood of the 
Dukes of two centuries fliwed in his 
veins;” the highest compliment ever paid 
to the deportment of any American gen­ 
tleman by a leading Loudon journal. 
Lucias Fairchild tarnishes for the emu * 
Un.ju of our youths aa example ol achieve­ 
ment within the reach ol the poorest boy 
in the Dad ; not in the high positions he 
had held,—which are not alway* attainable 
by merit—but In the grace, dignity aud 
nonor he has reflected upon those posi­ 
t s as, which are always attainable by the 
same means, and command honor and dis­ 
tinction without the aid of political pre­ 
ferment.

The Debate In the H ouse o f R epreaan 
ta tlv e s-T h e F iv e-M inute Speech o f 
Congressm an C. G. W illiam s—Som e 
P lain T alk W orth B eading. 
On Friday afternoon, the 19th instant, 
the House of Representatives had under 
consideration the Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill, and the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Garfield. 
Under the five minute rule, Mr. 
Williams said: 
Mr. Chairman, I have no fault to find 
with the gentlemen on the other side the 
Chamber. Their purposes are logical and 
their action consistent. But, sir, in my 
humble judgment, if the counsels of gen­ 
tlemen on this side the Chamber for whom 
I have unbounded respect were or are to 
be followed, then that side will gain in this 
two or three day’s struggle what they fail­ 
ed to accomplish at the three months’ extra 
session of Congress. 
In saying this, I 
desire to accord to all who differ witn me 
the same independence of judgment and 
action that I claim for myself. For one I 
desire no compromise and will vote for no 
amendment of this radical character to 
these laws, however attenuated or sugar* 
coated it may be. I will not do it either on 
or off from an appropriation bill until I am 
prepared to vote to sweep these laws bodily 
from the statute-book. 
Sir, I am not so much concerned at this 
time about the manner or the agency by 
which the attempt has been made to en­ 
force these laws in the past as I am, and as 
I believe the country is. in the maoner in 
which they have been trampled down in 
outrage, in blood, and in death i A history 
which during the last five years has shock­ 
ed Heaven as it should shame mankind I 
And until such things or evils shall be 
prevented, if they cannot be repressed, I 
think it no time for the Republican party 
to stand here or elsewhere lamenting the 
past, making overtures for the future, or 
splitting hairs over this kind of amend­ 
ment.

I cannot 
yield it it is to come out of my time. I 
have heard it suggested by several gentle­ 
men on this side of the House that if we 
were to fall into a minority then these laws 
modified by the proposed amendment 
might be a good thing for us.

A CHINESE ARMY. 


H ow I t la Mn de Up, Arm ed and S ta ­ 
tioned. 
From tho New York Herald. 
The only Chinese troops that can in any 
degree be regarded as capable of mobiliza­ 
tion and fighting are those stationed at 
Tientsin, Canton, Foochew and Shanghai. 
Their number Is hardly greater than 50,- 
000. A year ago, when the Kahiar ques­ 
tion was under discussion, this force was 
estimated at 130,000 men, but engagements 
and losses of ail kinds hare reduced them 
largely, and subsequent recruitings in 
Shansi, Sze chuen, Hunon and Hupeh have 
not been very favorable. In the guard at 
Pekin the infantry consists ot four battal­ 
ions of 875 men each, who were, up to a 
short time ago, armed with muzzle loaders, 
and perfectly exercised according to the 
principles of European tactics; 400 men 
being sent to Tientsin to be drilled there 
by foreign instructors, with the ultimate 
object of communicating the knowledge 
thus gained to their comrades in the capi­ 
tal ; of one battalion of cadets, 509 strong, 
carrying 
bows, 
arrows, 
spears 
and 
various 
other 
old 
Chi­ 
nese weapons; 
of a battalion of 500 
with small matchlocks; of two battalions, 
ot 500 men each, armed with long match­ 
locks, called gingals, of which every two 
men receive one (this enormous weapon 
being six feet long, and when about to be 
discharged Did on the shoulder of tho front 
man aud fired by the second); of a corps 
of 1,200 mea, armed, with 
swords and 
shields, and of one ot 200 mea, bearing 
Chinese weapons, who form the body 
guard of the first imperial prince. 
The 
cayairy is composed of two divisions of 
1,000 men each, armed with carbines and 
chasspots, and of three seuadrons bearing 
matchlocks. The artillery has twenty- 
four Russian field pieces, with only two 
horses and six men to each. There are be­ 
sides 1.000 artillerymen, who have small 
iron cannon, with calibres varying from 
four ounces to a pound, which are fired 
from bd embankment or wall. 
Outside 
Pekin, chiefly in the neighborhood of the 
gammer palace, there are two battalions of 
infantry, of 875 men each, armed with 
Russian muzzle loaders, 1,600 men with 
large 
matchlocks, 
2,000 
with 
matchlocks 
andj 
short 
swords, 
one 
battery 
with 
125 
European 
trained artillerymen aud four field guns, 
and one howitzer battery, *l»o with four 
guns and 125 men. Hence the troops in 
and around Pekin amount to 10.25u infant­ 
ry, 5,500 cavalry, and 1,750 artillery, With 
twenty-three field guns—or, in all, 17,£00 
men. At the head of the whole army is 
the ministry of war, which especially deals 
with the troops of the guard; for it is no 
part of its duty to superintend the banner­ 
men and other troops in Pekin aud the 
summer palace. Its power over the pro­ 
vincial army, also is almost entirely nomi­ 
nal. The minister is a civilian, and so as 
a role are his chief assistants. He receives 
ordinary reports from all commanding 
officers of the land and sea forces, from the 
governors general and governors in their 
capacity of military authorities, from the 
officials respousible for the transport of 
grain and the safety of embankments, and 
trom those who are intrusted with the 
ruling of the nomad and only half sub Un­ 
eated tribes.

She had a lithe 
form, the lair skin, tne (lark red hair, and 
the keen cat like gray eyes ot her Mileeian 
ancestry, wbile she wa9 as full of tun, frol­ 
ic and flirtation as the typical damsel on 
the banks ot the Lske of Kiiiarnty. Car­ 
essed and teased by the guests at the tav­ 
ern she grew up to be pert piquant aul 
audacious, and General Jack o d , who Lad 
always admired her when she wa3 a child. 
was delighted when he learned years to­ 
wards, that his “little friend Peg”—thou 
the widow of Timberlake—was to be mar­ 
ried to his old comrade General I)aion. 
Tin re was much scindalat Washington 
about the death ut bt r first husbiud aud 
her marriage to the ticoLdjbut General 
Jackson paid no heed to it, and when he 
became President hu appointed Go jer .d 
Eaton Secretary of War. 
Washington 
society was horrified, anc it soon bec.me 
known that Mrs Calhoun, wi.h wives of 
other members ot the Cabinet, did not in­ 
tend to call on Mrs ria* in, or to invite her 
to their houses. £he carried her griefs lo 
the White House, where Mr Vau Buren 
had paved the way for them, and the gal­ 
lant old President swore “by the Eternal” 
that the scandal mongers who had lmbit- 
tercd the last years of bis beloved wife 
Rachel should not triumph over his “attle 
ffiend Peg.”
